came to rrs with very limited langirage, not potty-hained, with food hoardmg, shy, cairtioirs, terrified, 
and scared. Initially he was scar ed of everything; the only thing that gave him comfort was his brother. He was 
especially scar ed of men. He had constant tantnims. Angry oirtbirrsts, was destructive, hint himself, hint Iris 
brother, and we needed to help him so that he would not hint him self He had constant nightmares. One night, I 
coimted 7 nightmares in one night. He had deep circles imder his eyes and woirld be scared to go to bed. He is 
scared of monsters and bad grrys. He is terrified of being abandoned. He has triggers that we are still beginning 
to learu and imderstand. 
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He is now doing very well. We got him placed in 
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, a therapeutic learning center. He is doing well 
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It was rough. He has severe separation anxiety. Every time we left the 

had a very tough time with him as 
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there. We initially had him at 

room, he would fieak oirt as he thought we were abandoning him . [_ 

he would scream almost the entire time that he was there. It was really hard on him and irs. He is doing better at 
transitions, but he does struggle with change. 
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Structure helps him. We explain what is going to happen and prepare for all the upcoming events. We 

engage in therapeutic behavior modification. trusts us and knows that we will come back for him. We 

still have to reassure him that we will return constantly, but it is much better than it was initially. He no longer 
food hoards to the extent he did initially. We still worry about overeating as he will eat until he cannot eat 
anymore. 

He is now potty trained, although when his brother was moved without notice to us, he regressed substantially. 
We are now back to full potty training, and he is almost completely potty trained at night as well. When he does 
have a triggering traumatic event, he does regress. But we are working through all of those. 

He talks a lot now; his vocabulary is blossoming. He loves books. Some kids may sleep with stuffed animals, 
sleeps with books. He is talking a lot more. He needs assistance with pronouncing words sometimes. 
You can actually hold a conversation and talk to now. He can express himself and express his needs. 

He is sweet; he is cute; he is funny! He is adorable! We love him! 

The tantrums are lessening as the triggers are learned and avoided. When visitation was ongoing, the tantrums, 
nightmares, and triggers were constant. Now that no visitation is occurring at all, the behaviors are less. He 
knows he is safe and trusts us to keep him safe and protected. We talk about how he is safe on a daily basis. He 
is triggered by going over the grandparents house where the babies live. On 2 occasions j|j|||| was present for 
those visits. On the first visit, he toldmu^y that he was going to get him back and have him live with him. We 
were surprised to hear this, was upset to hear this. He regressed substantially and had numerous 

nightmares that night. He advised us multiple times, tearfully, that he did not want to leave us. He wants to live 
here. 

The SW was advised; she told jum and the grandparents that j|j||H was not to be present. Despite this, on 

next visit, was present. He told |||j|||^| he wanted him to meet his new mommy (||||||j|| new 
girlfriend). HHmj^ came home from that visit and clung to Mama crying, sobbing that he did not want to leave. 
After these 2 very traumatic visits and in discussion with therapist, she advised that the behaviors and 

triggers were caused by being over in the grandparents home. |||^^ lived there himself for 1.5 years and has 
stories, some positive, many negative, about his time living there.

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He loves it here. He wants to stay. He encourages us to follow the “Home Rules’ if we forget. He will point out 
negative behaviors that he sees others doing and make observations that those behaviors are not appropriate. He 
imderstands om expectations. He actually without prompting apologizes when he does something that is not 
appropriate. He is self-sufficient, but enjoys having help and individualized one-on-one attention.

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8. Your view on the needs of the child: 


He needs a CASA/GAL. 

He needs more time with his siblings. 

But the time with his siblings needs to be elsewhere. He needs a trigger free environment without jmn or 
grandparents present to allow him to focus on his siblings. 

He needs to continue the therapies and treatments that we are currently engaged in. 

He needs time to heal and grow. 

He needs constant companionship. He hates being alone. He needs adults to be engaged with him and with his 
play. 

Nightmares, potty-training issues, tantrums, behavioral issues tend to be connected with triggers/memories of 
his trauma. We have noticed that when jmn was visiting with the boys, would be triggered a lot more 

often. Even if I had forgotten that a specific day was a visitation day, I could tell by how was acting 

when I got home from work. He was more angry, withdrawn, easily upset, his mood was off. He was not my 
happy, sweet little boy. The same thing occurs when he sees mum grandparents. This is still very much on¬ 
going to the point that^Hm^^ therapist believes it is no longer best interest to be over at the 

grandparents home. 

(Grandparents have only allowed visitation maybe once, occasionally twice a month, but only at their home on 
Sundays at 2pm. This is super inconvenient, but they refuse to allow visitation any other day or at any other 
time. They will not allow us to take the children anywhere, and refuse to accommodate any other schedule. 
However, they also have repeatedly had over at the home despite being told he was not to be present.) 

9. Your thoughts on how these needs can be addressed: 

Time, therapy, and love. 

We are constantly reading articles and books on the traumatized child. It is amazing to implement what we’ve 
read and learned. These articles also give us a level of understanding as to why behaves in a certain 

way. 

He is always on high alert. His fight, flight, or freeze is a constant in his life. He asks so many repetitive 
questions because when he is in that state he cannot comprehend the minutia. He has incessant chatter at home. 
He constantly needs to be reassured that we will return for him. “Mama you get me? Papa get me? I come home 
on Turtle car?” (The turtle car transports him to/fromm^J^^j^.) 

He can be very quiet around new faces. He is scared and nervous. When jmn says things like you are going to 
live with me; it is very alarming to He craves stability and permanency. 

He needs finality and permanency. 

10. Your thoughts on Department’s case plan: 

I do not know what the Department’s case plan is; but we want what is in the best interest of the child. 
(Selfishly, we’d love to keep him and adopt him.) He is a joy. He is wonderful. He is a brilliant, smart, 
wonderful little boy. 
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He makes me artwork to take to work and put up for others to see. He is precious. He is precocious. He is silly. 
He is funny. He has a wicked sense of humor. He teases his Mama about having girlfriends! He says he has lots 
of girlfriends just to get a rise out of me.

He has been in care for about a year and a 
half now. His needs are not being addressed by his SWs. In fact his case procedural history is absolutely outrageous. He 
needs someone outside of DSHS-CA to stand up for his rights and his needs. We thought you would be the right person 
for the job, as it is abundantly clear from your website that you care about your constituents and you care about foster 
children's rights!

A little history on||||||| case: 

He was placed in our home in October 2015 with his little brother |jj|i His little sister 
family We coordinated visitation and became good friends with this other foster family 
siblings regularly.

I came to our home filthy, only about 10-20 words, not potty trained, very developmentally delayed, and with rotten 
teeth. He was four years old. As he developed language over time, he was able to tell us just some of the heinous things 
he had been subjected to and witnessed over time. We called these in to End Harm. They advised us to please calling 
these things in as they had so many open complaints about him that they really did not need anymore. He had a very 
tough life. 


Once he came to us though, we provided him with the most stable, loving home that he had ever been in. We loved him 

through his trauma and got him hooked into needed services. He was our first placement. We assumed the SW would 
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assist us getting him services. It became apparent that she was going to do nothing, except accuse us of stealing other 
people's children and mention that we are not the same race as|||j|| so thus we wold not understand his needs. We went 
to the pediatrician. We got referrals to Occupational Therapy, Speech Therapy, and Counseling. We also flexed our 
lifestyle to stay at home with him until we could get him into therapeutic day cares. We knew we could not just put him in 
a mediocre daycare. He has such significant attachment and abandonment issues. We were able to get him into 
IW' i lflH'iH' l ' l and iiSljlilKfiilllffi He did very well there. We were able to get him involved in all his therapies.

Fast forwarding, 
according to 

diagnosed withmillll and post-visitation, he had severe triggers, significant nightmares and behaviors. I could set a 
watch by the behaviors exhibited post-visit. We voiced our concerns about this. Instead of listening to us and^^H 
counselor, the SW said that we are not supporting the department. So, she would just move the child. Anytime we voiced 
concerns, she threatened us. 



This SW was later fired/left the department. Desiree Rollins became in charge of the case. One day when the children 
were returned from a visit, the visitation supervisor advised us that they were moving the baby tomorrow. We were 
appalled, was parentified when he came into care. He showed us how to prop a bottle to feed ^ because he thought 
that would be helpful. He knew how to care for|j||j|| He would fall into those patterns when we got all the kids together. 
However, being able to be a child with his little brother was very therapeutic for him. We knew a move would be very 
traumatic for him. 


We knew that department policy required FTDMs and transition plans. We knew none of those things had occurred here. 
Rollins was not responsive; she did not respond to emails, phone calls, etc. She was not receptive to emails regarding 
needs. Finally,after emails to her, we get an email saying that she should have told us. Baby is moving tomorrow. 
We were naturally upset. I got on the phone and email and went up the line, ultimately getting Rollins in trouble. She 
allowed us to keep the baby until Monday. She held a perfunctory FTDM on Monday, but ordered us to bring all baby's 
things to the FTDM. The other foster parents were not as active in getting Rollins in trouble. They moved ^ on that day 
(Friday). We thought the discrepancy in treatment was odd.

At the FTDM Rollins would not acknowledge our presence. Dismissed our concerns, and we cold, rude, icy. She clearly 
did not appreciate that we had advocated for our children's needs. They did not even transition the kids.There was no 
need for an emergent move.^H regressed substantially post-move. at that point was potty trained, working on night 
time potty training, and had language abilities. He had significant nightmares, needed diapers again, and things were very 
rough for him. It was apparent Rollins did not consider||||||| needs at all. 


We did coordinate visits with the paternal grandparents. But at one point they cut us off from visits because they 
claimed, that we spoiled |j||j|| ThatU missed us too much post-visits and was very upset. Thus, they did not want any 
of us over there. They refused to allow us to take the kiddos anywhere else or have visitation anywhere else. They also 
would not allow us to hold ^ too much or bounce him, because that was spoiling him. This impacted |jj|||| When they 
allowed us to restart visits, they would have the father present at visits which impacted The SW (Erin Yanus) did 
step in to prevent this. But the paternal grandparents did not listen. The counselor at this point advised it may not be in 
best interest to see any of them due to his trauma. But then the children were returned home to father. 


We attended every court hearing. ||j|jj| was always treated as an afterthought because birth mom was not showing up. 
She has not seen |||j|| since he entered care. The other children were ultimately returned home to father. ||m case has 
just tracked along with the other children's. 


Then September 26, 2016, we kept|jj||| home from school for the first time ever. He had been a little sick that weekend. 
We had taken him to Pajf and for a walk on that Sunday to pick apples. Then Monday came, and he was 

sick. He developed a huge rash on his face. We were naturally concerned. We rushed him to the doctor. The doctor just 
advised that kids sometimes get rashes at the end of sickness. She gave him medications in the office and sent us 
home with prescriptions. It was past|^H bedtime at that time. He was overtired and had not eaten dinner. We got him a 
Wendy's kids meal and ran to the pharmacy to fill his prescriptions. The female pharmacy talked to him. She asked him 
if he was sure he would not swallow the drinkable kids stuff. (He really won't! We have tried everything! We have tried 
putting it in things... he always detects it!) He promised her that he absolutely will not take the oral stuff. She educated 
me on how to cut the tablets in half for him. 


We got him home. Quick bath, and creams on his rash all over his face, head, ear. Bedtime ritual (scripture, prayers. 
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bedtime story books, cuddles, Mama/Papa holds his hand till he falls asleep, sometimes songs.) and bed. It was late. 


The next morning, I went off to work. always made me promise to kiss him goodbye. Sometimes he would even get 
up and give me hug and kisses before I left. Then he would lock the door and skedaddle back to bed. He was too tired for 
that this morning- Sept 27th, 2016. I gave him kisses and left. He was so tired. The rash was still prominently on his 
face/head/ear. We did not think about sending a note or calling the school. Still new to this parenting thing. I wish I had 
taken photos and sent them with the email to the SW regarding this event. But, I can not go back in time. 


An allegation was made by the school... not by the doctor who is a mandatory reporter, not the pharmacist who has 
obligations to call in child abuse, not by anyone until some random person at school saw his face and assumed the 
was picked up that day. 

Ultimately the allegation was determined unfounded. We were investigated thoroughly nothing came of it. Our licensed 
was fully reinstated. 
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Since that time, we have been offered a five year old boy for an adoptive home, a 14 day old baby, and been called 
multiple times by placement to take other children. It is apparent that we are a viable home. 


However, since leaving our home,|jj|jj| has been moved upwards of 4 times. He has been on the placement list numerous 
times. We have asked and begged for^H to be returned to us. However, Desiree Rollins is being vindictive, punitive, 
and retaliatory. She was the supervisor of the SW that threatened to movej|jj| initially if we made too many waves and 
made her job difficult. We actually got her in trouble. And she is now taking this opportunity to exact revenge, but at the 
expense of a child. A sweet loving little boy! The SW/Supervisor told us that while the investigation was still pending that 
if it did not matter the outcome, they will not be placing him back with us. I asked the DLR investigator if she had EVER 
heard of a situation like this. She advised that she had not heard of another time that a SW did this. The referrer in the 
police report lied: she said I did not tell her about the incident. I have a documented email. Then she resorted to name¬ 
calling, describing me as an "over-sharerer." I am protecting our child. 


We have documented evidence that CA has not followed protocol or procedure. Ir is procedure to place a child back into 
a known foster home. We still have our license. If CA thought we were not safe for children, we would not have gotten our 
license back. We have been offered other children, even a 5 year old boy! They never provided an ISSP ever at any 
time. Baby and ^ came back into care. We were known, beloved, family-figures to them. They did not call us for 
placement. They cannot even argue that it was because of the allegation (which has been the party line when broached, 
even though it was determined unfounded) because there were no allegations at all with those two. 


im is drifting and is being lost in the cracks. We asked for CASA/GAL to be assigned almost from day one. CA has 
never appointed him a CASA. He needs someone who will actually advocate for his needs and his rights. It is apparent 
that CA will not do so. This is absolutely outrageous that his child suffers while the SW/Supervisors act in a selfish. 


retaliatory, vindictive manner. We were 


voice that got his needs addressed. 


We love him more than is even adequately able to be described. We have been fighting to get him back. Despite our 
open beds and open license, placement was advised by the SW/SW supervisor that she was not allowed to place 


with us. Due to the personal vendetta the department has against us, they refuse to act in 


best interest. 


Please assign investigate the department; call them to ask for their acts. They will not respond to us! 


We have tried to address this up the chain of command. We started with the SW/Supervisor who have never responded. 
We addressed this with Cleveland King. He protected his people who are acting in retaliatory manner. We have attempted 
to address this with Bolesha Johnson and Yen Lawlor, Deputy Regional Administrators, but they will not respond to 
phone calls, emails, letters, etc. We were told we have to go through them before going up to Natalie Green. However the 
department is being very obstructionist about being responsive. 


We have consulted with an attorney and are considering filing a MEPA/IEPA race claim against the department for their 
retaliatory actions based on race. We are also considering filing a Public Records Act Claim as they will not comply with 
the PRA. We are also considering an outright lawsuit. However, they are very well-represented, and it is hard to intervene 
as a foster parent into a dependency case. We have no rights as foster parents. This is despicable.

“Mama, those are my ears! Mama take a picture of me and my ears,” that is whatm^^^ told me which prompted 
me to take that photo of his cucumber “ears;” well that, and he is so adorable! is an adorable, fun, silly 

little guy. He loves to help with chores. He especially loves to help put away dishes and cook. He has 2 aprons; 1 
for cooking with Mama and the other for bbqing and grilling with Papa. He loves his aprons. He especially loves 
baking cookies and being involved in the kitehen. He has a sweet tooth; if there is anything sweet in the house, 
he will find it! 

The transition from fearful boy to fun loving little guy took time. The sweet, caring little boy was there, but we 
had to ensure that he knew he was safe and protected before he began to let us see his sweet loving side.

I heard a shuffling noise and the pitter patter of little feet 
back to bedroom; I looked around and did not think mueh of it at the time. A bit later, I pulled out the

One time, we were visiting some friends, and I reali ed I needed to retrieve something oirt of the car. I left hi m 
momentarily to retrieve it. When I retrieved he was screaming imcontrollably with hirge tears nirming down his 
cheeks. “Mama left me! Mama left me!” It broke my heart. This, imfortimately was not an isolated irrcident. To 
combat this, we plan with oin little guy. We start the day before and explain what will occm and when. We have 
a firm strarctme and plan for every day. very day, mirltiple times a day, we reassirre him that we will pick him 
irp and be there for him . 


Bedtime was a significant challenge as bedtime was/is a triggering event for him. He would scream for horns. We 
had to rock him to sleep, ven when sleep came, which initially, it did not come easy. He had constant nightmares. 
One niglit, I coimted 7 nightmares in one night. He had deep circles imder his eyes and would be scared to go to 
bed. He is scared of monsters and bad girys. We created a monster spray that he keeps in his room to vanqirish 
the monsters. We developed a set schedirle of bedtime; his favorite part is “books. ” Every evening he gets to 
choose a coitple of books that Papa will read to him. Slowly over time, we transitioned to jirst simply holding Iris 
hand as he drifted off to sleep. And, jrrst very recently, we tr ansitioned him irrto, tircking him in, good nights hitgs 
and kisses, and jirst a bit of time cuddling. Then Mama promises to check on him in 5 minutes; then we leave the 
room and check on him every 5 minutes till he falls asleep. This occasionally works, but it still is a transition that 
we are hoping will stick. He still wakes up almost daily due to nightmares. 
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He is accustomed to level of chaos that is abnormal in our home. He attempts to try to recreate that chaos by 
trying to pit us against each other. He is very good at manipulating us, but he finding less and less need to use 
those survival tactics. He understands that lying will not be tolerated. He understands 1-2-3 Magic (our parenting 
technique that his counselor advised us to us as a parenting tool) and understands actions have consequences. 

He is a different child from the one that was originally placed with us, who was on constant high alert. He is doing 
very well. He attends ^ therapeutic learning center. He is doing well there. We initially had him at 

It was rough. He had/has severe separation anxiety, very time we left the room, he would cry, scream, 
tantrum as he thought we were abandoning him. had a very tough time with him as he would scream 

almost the entire time that he was there. It was really hard on him and us. He is doing better at transitions, but he 
does struggle with change. 

Structure helps him. We explain what is going to happen and prepare mui^ for all the upcoming events. We 
engage in therapeutic behavior modification (e.g., 1-2-3 magic, time outs and time ins) as directed by his 
counselor, mum trusts us and knows that we will come back for him. We still have to reassure him that we will 
return constantly, but it is much better than it was initially. He no longer food hoards to the extent he did initially. 
We still worry about overeating as he will eat until he cannot eat anymore. 

He is now potty trained, although when his brother was moved without notice to us, he regressed substantially. 
We are now almost back to being fully potty training. 

He talks a lot more now; his vocabulary is blossoming. He loves books and reading. Some kids may sleep with 
stuffed animals, sleeps with books. He talks a bit more. We practice with him. We work on counting, 

letters, colors. We have him repeat our sentence structure. We have him watch educational programs like “Daniel 
Tiger.”

stories, some positive, many negative, about his time living there. 
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Physically, umi^ is doing great. He is growing and getting bigger. He came to us in 3T clothes. He is now 
about ready to size up into 5 clothes. He has grown about a foot, and is doing wonderfully physically. 

He came to us with a pretty nasty cough that has resurfaced a little bit every time he gets a cold. 

He has attended his pediatrician regularly, and she is very happy with his growth development since being 
placed into our home.

I came to our home filthy, only about 10-20 words, not potty trained, very developmentally delayed, and with rotten 
teeth. He was four years old. As he developed language over time, he was able to tell us just some of the heinous things 
he had been subjected to and witnessed over time. We called these in to End Harm. They advised us to please calling 
these things in as they had so many open complaints about him that they really did not need anymore. He had a very 
tough life. 


Once he came to us though, we provided him with the most stable, loving home that he had ever been in. We loved him 

through his trauma and got him hooked into needed services. He was our first placement. We assumed the SW would 
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assist us getting him services. It became apparent that she was going to do nothing, except accuse us of stealing other 
people's children and mention that we are not the same race as|||j|| so thus we wold not understand his needs. We went 
to the pediatrician. We got referrals to Occupational Therapy, Speech Therapy, and Counseling. We also flexed our 
lifestyle to stay at home with him until we could get him into therapeutic day cares. We knew we could not just put him in 
a mediocre daycare. He has such significant attachment and abandonment issues. We were able to get him into 
ammttKumjm |-|e did very well there. We were able to get him involved in all his therapies.

diagnosed withmillll and post-visitation, he had severe triggers, significant nightmares and behaviors. I could set a 
watch by the behaviors exhibited post-visit. We voiced our concerns about this. Instead of listening to us and^^H 
counselor, the SW said that we are not supporting the department. So, she would just move the child. Anytime we voiced 
concerns, she threatened us. 



This SW was later fired/left the department. Desiree Rollins became in charge of the case. One day when the children 
were returned from a visit, the visitation supervisor advised us that they were moving the baby tomorrow. We were 
appalled, was parentified when he came into care. He showed us how to prop a bottle to feed ^ because he thought 
that would be helpful. He knew how to care for|j||j|| He would fall into those patterns when we got all the kids together. 
However, being able to be a child with his little brother was very therapeutic for him. We knew a move would be very 
traumatic for him. 


We knew that department policy required FTDMs and transition plans. We knew none of those things had occurred here. 
Rollins was not responsive; she did not respond to emails, phone calls, etc. She was not receptive to emails regarding 
needs. Finally,after emails to her, we get an email saying that she should have told us. Baby is moving tomorrow. 
We were naturally upset. I got on the phone and email and went up the line, ultimately getting Rollins in trouble. She 
allowed us to keep the baby until Monday. She held a perfunctory FTDM on Monday, but ordered us to bring all baby's 
things to the FTDM. The other foster parents were not as active in getting Rollins in trouble. They moved ^ on that day 
(Friday). We thought the discrepancy in treatment was odd. 
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At the FTDM Rollins would not acknowledge our presence. Dismissed our concerns, and we cold, rude, icy. She clearly 
did not appreciate that we had advocated for our children's needs. They did not even transition the kids.There was no 
need for an emergent move.^H regressed substantially post-move. at that point was potty trained, working on night 
time potty training, and had language abilities. He had significant nightmares, needed diapers again, and things were very 
rough for him. It was apparent Rollins did not consider||||||| needs at all. 


We did coordinate visits with the paternal grandparents. But at one point they cut us off from visits because they 
claimed, that we spoiled |j||j|| ThatU missed us too much post-visits and was very upset. Thus, they did not want any 
of us over there. They refused to allow us to take the kiddos anywhere else or have visitation anywhere else. They also 
would not allow us to hold ^ too much or bounce him, because that was spoiling him. This impacted |jj|||| When they 
allowed us to restart visits, they would have the father present at visits which impacted The SW (Erin Yanus) did 
step in to prevent this. But the paternal grandparents did not listen. The counselor at this point advised it may not be in 
best interest to see any of them due to his trauma. But then the children were returned home to father. 


We attended every court hearing. ||j|jj| was always treated as an afterthought because birth mom was not showing up. 
She has not seen |||j|| since he entered care. The other children were ultimately returned home to father. ||m case has 
just tracked along with the other children's. 


Then September 26, 2016, we kept|jj||| home from school for the first time ever. He had been a little sick that weekend. 
We had taken him to Pajf and for a walk on that Sunday to pick apples. Then Monday came, and he was 

sick. He developed a huge rash on his face. We were naturally concerned. We rushed him to the doctor. The doctor just 
advised that kids sometimes get rashes at the end of sickness. She gave him medications in the office and sent us 
home with prescriptions. It was past|^H bedtime at that time. He was overtired and had not eaten dinner. We got him a 
Wendy's kids meal and ran to the pharmacy to fill his prescriptions. The female pharmacy talked to him. She asked him 
if he was sure he would not swallow the drinkable kids stuff. (He really won't! We have tried everything! We have tried 
putting it in things... he always detects it!) He promised her that he absolutely will not take the oral stuff. She educated 
me on how to cut the tablets in half for him. 


We got him home. Quick bath, and creams on his rash all over his face, head, ear. Bedtime ritual (scripture, prayers.

bedtime story books, cuddles, Mama/Papa holds his hand till he falls asleep, sometimes songs.) and bed. It was late. 


The next morning, I went off to work. always made me promise to kiss him goodbye. Sometimes he would even get 
up and give me hug and kisses before I left. Then he would lock the door and skedaddle back to bed. He was too tired for 
that this morning- Sept 27th, 2016. I gave him kisses and left. He was so tired. The rash was still prominently on his 
face/head/ear. We did not think about sending a note or calling the school. Still new to this parenting thing. I wish I had 
taken photos and sent them with the email to the SW regarding this event. But, I can not go back in time. 


An allegation was made by the school... not by the doctor who is a mandatory reporter, not the pharmacist who has 
obligations to call in child abuse, not by anyone until some random person at school saw his face and assumed the 
was picked up that day. 

Ultimately the allegation was determined unfounded. We were investigated thoroughly nothing came of it. Our licensed 
was fully reinstated. 
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Since that time, we have been offered a five year old boy for an adoptive home, a 14 day old baby, and been called 
multiple times by placement to take other children. It is apparent that we are a viable home. 


However, since leaving our home,|jj|jj| has been moved upwards of 4 times. He has been on the placement list numerous 
times. We have asked and begged for^H to be returned to us. However, Desiree Rollins is being vindictive, punitive, 
and retaliatory. She was the supervisor of the SW that threatened to movej|jj| initially if we made too many waves and 
made her job difficult. We actually got her in trouble. And she is now taking this opportunity to exact revenge, but at the 
expense of a child. A sweet loving little boy! The SW/Supervisor told us that while the investigation was still pending that 
if it did not matter the outcome, they will not be placing him back with us. I asked the DLR investigator if she had EVER 
heard of a situation like this. She advised that she had not heard of another time that a SW did this. The referrer in the 
police report lied: she said I did not tell her about the incident. I have a documented email. Then she resorted to name¬ 
calling, describing me as an "over-sharerer." I am protecting our child. 


We have documented evidence that CA has not followed protocol or procedure. Ir is procedure to place a child back into 
a known foster home. We still have our license. If CA thought we were not safe for children, we would not have gotten our 
license back. We have been offered other children, even a 5 year old boy! They never provided an ISSP ever at any 
time. Baby and ^ came back into care. We were known, beloved, family-figures to them. They did not call us for 
placement. They cannot even argue that it was because of the allegation (which has been the party line when broached, 
even though it was determined unfounded) because there were no allegations at all with those two. 


im is drifting and is being lost in the cracks. We asked for CASA/GAL to be assigned almost from day one. CA has 
never appointed him a CASA. He needs someone who will actually advocate for his needs and his rights. It is apparent 
that CA will not do so. This is absolutely outrageous that his child suffers while the SW/Supervisors act in a selfish. 


retaliatory, vindictive manner. We were 


voice that got his needs addressed. 


We love him more than is even adequately able to be described. We have been fighting to get him back. Despite our 
open beds and open license, placement was advised by the SW/SW supervisor that she was not allowed to place 


with us. Due to the personal vendetta the department has against us, they refuse to act in 


best interest. 


Please assign investigate the department; call them to ask for their acts. They will not respond to us! 


We have tried to address this up the chain of command. We started with the SW/Supervisor who have never responded. 
We addressed this with Cleveland King. He protected his people who are acting in retaliatory manner. We have attempted 
to address this with Bolesha Johnson and Yen Lawlor, Deputy Regional Administrators, but they will not respond to 
phone calls, emails, letters, etc. We were told we have to go through them before going up to Natalie Green. However the 
department is being very obstructionist about being responsive. 


We have consulted with an attorney and are considering filing a MEPA/IEPA race claim against the department for their 
retaliatory actions based on race. We are also considering filing a Public Records Act Claim as they will not comply with 
the PRA. We are also considering an outright lawsuit. However, they are very well-represented, and it is hard to intervene 
as a foster parent into a dependency case. We have no rights as foster parents. This is despicable. 


We have many letters from|||||[| counselor, family, etc., that are supportive of reunifying this family. 
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Please review the 2 court reports below to see a little into our family, ||j||j|| growth and development, and how|j|jjj| being 
with us is in his best interest. Please take action and open an investigation into CA's lack of compliance with their own 
policies and protocols.

He has 2 aprons; 1 
for cooking with Mama and the other for bbqing and grilling with Papa. He loves his aprons. He especially loves 
baking cookies and being involved in the kitehen. He has a sweet tooth; if there is anything sweet in the house, 
he will find it! 

The transition from fearful boy to fun loving little guy took time. The sweet, caring little boy was there, but we 
had to ensure that he knew he was safe and protected before he began to let us see his sweet loving side. We 
rightfully had to earn his trust. 

et us tell you a little bit about our lovely boy. He is an adventurous eater, ven my hot pho is fair game for this 
little guy. He likes all types of food, especially veggies. He initially eame to us hoarding food. He would wake in 
the middle of the night and take/eat food. He would eat until his tummy hurt (he still does; we are working with 
him on this.) arly on with us, we made Cr me Brule. We plaeed it in the fridge to cool with plans to eat it later. 
My husband was out, and I was in the back bedroom. I heard a shuffling noise and the pitter patter of little feet 
back to bedroom; I looked around and did not think mueh of it at the time. A bit later, I pulled out the 

Cr me Brule; there was a little handful of it gone with fingerprints. Being a new mom, I assumed it was my 
husband; he quickly advised that it was not him, and at that point we both elearly reali ed what had oeeurred. We 
started laughing uncontrollably. We still giggle about the “Creme Brule” incident! 

Normally parents are not excited about a picky eater, but we rejoiced when he started getting picky about food 
because it told us that he is no longer worried about having enough nor is he worried about where the next meal 
is coming from. disclosed that “Mommy was mean” and would not share the food that they had to eat but 

would eat in front of him. 

Our little guy is a fashionista! He loves clothes and dressing himself. He has an impeeeable sense of style. He 
may oeeasionally change his clothes multiple times a day, much to our chagrin. He also loves to help Mama pick 
out her clothes, jewelry, and shoes for the day.

We have 
a firm strarctme and plan for every day. very day, mirltiple times a day, we reassirre him that we will pick him 
irp and be there for him . 


Bedtime was a significant challenge as bedtime was/is a triggering event for him. He would scream for horns. We 
had to rock him to sleep, ven when sleep came, which initially, it did not come easy. He had constant nightmares. 
One niglit, I coimted 7 nightmares in one night. He had deep circles imder his eyes and would be scared to go to 
bed. He is scared of monsters and bad girys. We created a monster spray that he keeps in his room to vanqirish 
the monsters. We developed a set schedirle of bedtime; his favorite part is “books. ” Every evening he gets to 
choose a coitple of books that Papa will read to him. Slowly over time, we transitioned to jirst simply holding Iris 
hand as he drifted off to sleep. And, jrrst very recently, we tr ansitioned him irrto, tircking him in, good nights hitgs 
and kisses, and jirst a bit of time cuddling. Then Mama promises to check on him in 5 minutes; then we leave the 
room and check on him every 5 minutes till he falls asleep. This occasionally works, but it still is a transition that 
we are hoping will stick. He still wakes up almost daily due to nightmares. 
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He is accustomed to level of chaos that is abnormal in our home. He attempts to try to recreate that chaos by 
trying to pit us against each other. He is very good at manipulating us, but he finding less and less need to use 
those survival tactics. He understands that lying will not be tolerated. He understands 1-2-3 Magic (our parenting 
technique that his counselor advised us to us as a parenting tool) and understands actions have consequences.

almost the entire time that he was there. It was really hard on him and us. He is doing better at transitions, but he 
does struggle with change. 

Structure helps him. We explain what is going to happen and prepare mui^ for all the upcoming events. We 
engage in therapeutic behavior modification (e.g., 1-2-3 magic, time outs and time ins) as directed by his 
counselor, mum trusts us and knows that we will come back for him. We still have to reassure him that we will 
return constantly, but it is much better than it was initially. He no longer food hoards to the extent he did initially. 
We still worry about overeating as he will eat until he cannot eat anymore. 

He is now potty trained, although when his brother was moved without notice to us, he regressed substantially. 
We are now almost back to being fully potty training. 

He talks a lot more now; his vocabulary is blossoming. He loves books and reading. Some kids may sleep with 
stuffed animals, sleeps with books.

He was placed in our home in October 2015 with his little brother |||H His little sister (j||^ was placed 
with another foster family We coordinated visitation and became good friends with this other foster

family, mu was able to see all his siblings regularly. 


mjl came to our home filthy, only about 10-20 words, not potty trained, very developmentally 
delayed, and with rotten teeth. He was four years old. As he developed language over time, he was 
able to tell us just some of the heinous things he had been subjected to and witnessed over time. We 
called these in ,tp End Harm. They advised us to please calling these things in as they had so many 
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open complaints about him that they really did not need anymore. He had a very tough life. 


Once he came to us though, we provided him with the most stable, loving home that he had ever 
been in. We loved him through his trauma and got him hooked into needed services. He was our first 
placement. We assumed the SW would assist us getting him services. It became apparent that she 
was going to do nothing, except accuse us of stealing other people's children and mention that we 
are not the same race as ||H so thus we wold not understand his needs. We went to the 
pediatrician. We got referrals to Occupational Therapy, Speech Therapy, and Counseling. We also 
flexed our lifestyle to stay at home with him until we could get him into therapeutic day cares. We 
knew we could not just put him in a mediocre daycare. He has such significant attachment and 
abandonment issues. We were able to get him into |jj||||||j||j| and He did very well 

there. We were able to get him involved in all his therapies. 


Fast forwarding, ||||||| was being forced to go to visitation with |||||| to see ||||||||||| father (not | 
father). This person, according j;Q||||||| subjected him to significant trauma. There was no need for 
Hm to be at these visitations. He was diagnosed with ||||j|j|| and post-visitation, he had severe 
triggers, significant nightmares and behaviors. I could set a watch by the behaviors exhibited post¬ 
visit. We voiced our concerns about this. Instead of listening to us and |H|| counselor, the SW said 
that we are not supporting the department. So, she would just move the child. Anytime we voiced 
concerns, she threatened us. 


This SW was later fired/left the department. Desiree Rollins became in charge of the case. One day 
when the children were returned from a visit, the visitation supervisor advised us that they were 
moving the baby tomorrow. We were appalled, im was parentified when he came into care. He 
showed us how to prop a bottle to feed H because he thought that would be helpful. He knew how 
to care for|||H He would fall into those patterns when we got all the kids together. However, being 
able to be a child with his little brother was very therapeutic for him. We knew a move would be very 
traumatic for him. 


We knew that department policy required FTDMs and transition plans. We knew none of those 
things had occurred here. Rollins was not responsive; she did not respond to emails, phone calls, 
etc. She was not receptive to emails regarding |j||||j|| needs. Finally,after emails to her, we get an 
email saying that she should have told us. Baby is moving tomorrow. We were naturally upset. I got 
on the phone and email and went up the line, ultimately getting Rollins in trouble. She allowed us to 
keep the baby until Monday. She held a perfunctory FTDM on Monday, but ordered us to bring all 
baby's things to the FTDM. The other foster parents were not as active in getting Rollins in trouble. 
They moved m on that day (Friday). We thought the discrepancy in treatment was odd. 


At the FTDM Rollins would not acknowledge our presence. Dismissed our concerns, and we cold, 
rude, icy. She clearly did not appreciate that we had advocated for our children's needs. They did not 
even transition the kids.There was no need for an emergent move, im regressed substantially post¬ 
move. im at that point was potty trained, working on night time potty training, and had language 
abilities. He had significant nightmares, needed diapers again, and things were very rough for him. It 


was apparent Rollins did not consider 


needs at all. 


We did coordinate visits with the paternal grandparents. But at one point they cut us off from visits 
because they claimed, that we spoiled |||| That||jj| missed us too much post-visits and was very 
upset. Thus, they did not want any of us over there. They refused to allow us to take the kiddos 
anywhere else or have visitation anywhere else. They also would not allow us to hold H too much 
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or bounce him, because that was spoiling him. This impacted |||||[| When they allowed us to restart 
visits, they would have the father present at visits which impacted The SW (Erin Yanus) did step 
in to prevent this. But the paternal grandparents did not listen. The counselor at this point advised it 
may not be in ||||||| best interest to see any of them due to his trauma. But then the children were 
returned home to father. 

We attended every court hearing. ||||j| was always treated as an afterthought because birth mom 
was not showing up. She has not seen^| since he entered care. The other children were ultimately 
returned home to father. case has just tracked along with the other children's. 

Then September 26, 2016, we kept^| home from school for the first time ever. He had been a little 
sick that weekend. We had taken him to the |^|||||||| Fair and for a walk on that Sunday to pick 
apples. Then Monday came, and he was sick. He developed a huge rash on his face. We were 
naturally concerned. We rushed him to the doctor. The doctor just advised that kids sometimes get 
rashes at the end of sickness. She gave him medications in the office and sent us home with 
prescriptions. It was past|^^ bedtime at that time. He was overtired and had not eaten dinner. We 
got him a Wendy's kids meal and ran to the pharmacy to fill his prescriptions. The female pharmacy 
talked to him. She asked him if he was sure he would not swallow the drinkable kids stuff. (He really 
won't! We have tried everything! We have tried putting it in things... he always detects it!) He 
promised her that he absolutely will not take the oral stuff. She educated me on how to cut the tablets 
in half for him. 

We got him home. Quick bath, and creams on his rash all over his face, head, ear. Bedtime ritual 
(scripture, prayers, bedtime story books, cuddles, Mama/Papa holds his hand till he falls asleep, 
sometimes songs.) and bed. It was late. 

The next morning, I went off to work, im always made me promise to kiss him goodbye. Sometimes 
he would even get up and give me hug and kisses before I left. Then he would lock the door and 
skedaddle back to bed. He was too tired for that this morning- Sept 27th, 2016.1 gave him kisses 
and left. He was so tired. The rash was still prominently on his face/head/ear. We did not think about 
sending a note or calling the school. Still new to this parenting thing. I wish I had taken photos and 
sent them with the email to the SW regarding this event. But, I can not go back in time. 

An allegation was made by the school... not by the doctor who is a mandatory reporter, not the 
pharmacist who has obligations to call in child abuse, not by anyone until some random person at 
school saw his face and assumed the worst, mi was picked up that day. 

Ultimately the allegation was determined unfounded. We were investigated thoroughly nothing came 
of it. Our licensed was fully reinstated. 

Since that time, we have been offered a five year old boy for an adoptive home, a 14 day old baby, 
and been called multiple times by placement to take other children. It is apparent that we are a viable 
home. 

However, since leaving our home,m has been moved upwards of 4 times. He has been on the 
placement list numerous times. We have asked and begged for^| to be returned to us. However, 
Desiree Rollins is being vindictive, punitive, and retaliatory. She was the supervisor of the SW that 
threatened to move|^ initially if we made too many waves and made her job difficult. We actually 
got her in trouble. And she is now taking this opportunity to exact revenge, but at the expense of a 
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child. A sweet loving little boy! The SW/Supervisor told us that while the investigation was still 
pending that if it did not matter the outcome, they will not be placing him back with us. I asked the 
DLR investigator if she had EVER heard of a situation like this. She advised that she had not heard 
of another time that a SW did this. The SW in the police report lied: she said I did not tell her 
about the incident. I have a documented email. Then she resorted to name-calling, describing me as 
an "over-sharerer." I am protecting our child. 

We have documented evidence that CA has not followed protocol or procedure. Ir is procedure to 
place a child back into a known foster home. We still have our license. If CA thought we were not 
safe for children, we would not have gotten our license back. We have been offered other children, 
even a 5 year old boy! They never provided an ISSP ever at any time. Baby and H came back into 
care. We were known, beloved, family-figures to them. They did not call us for placement. They 
cannot even argue that it was because of the allegation (which has been the party line when 
broached, even though it was determined unfounded) because there were no allegations at all with 
those two. 

Hm is drifting and is being lost in the cracks. We asked for CASA/GAL to be assigned almost from 
day one. He needs someone who will actually advocate for his needs and his rights. It is apparent 
that CA will not do so. This is absolutely outrageous that his child suffers while the SW/Supervisors 
act in a selfish, retaliatory, vindictive manner. We were|||j||| voice that got his needs addressed. 

We love him more than is even adequately able to be described. We have been fighting to get him 
back. Despite our open beds and open license, placement was advised by the SW/SW supervisor 
that she was not allowed to placeJH with us. Due to the personal vendetta the department has 
against us, they refuse to act in best interest. 

Please assign him a CASA ASAP! 

Please review the 2 court reports below to see a little into our family, |||||| growth and development, 
and howUm being with us is in his best interest.

Mama take a picture of me and my ears,” that is whatm^^^ told me which prompted 
me to take that photo of his cucumber “ears;” well that, and he is so adorable! is an adorable, fun, silly 

little guy. He loves to help with chores. He especially loves to help put away dishes and cook. He has 2 aprons; 1 
for cooking with Mama and the other for bbqing and grilling with Papa. He loves his aprons. He especially loves 
baking cookies and being involved in the kitehen. He has a sweet tooth; if there is anything sweet in the house, 
he will find it! 

The transition from fearful boy to fun loving little guy took time. The sweet, caring little boy was there, but we 
had to ensure that he knew he was safe and protected before he began to let us see his sweet loving side. We 
rightfully had to earn his trust. 

et us tell you a little bit about our lovely boy. He is an adventurous eater, ven my hot pho is fair game for this 
little guy. He likes all types of food, especially veggies. He initially eame to us hoarding food. He would wake in 
the middle of the night and take/eat food. He would eat until his tummy hurt (he still does; we are working with 
him on this.) arly on with us, we made Cr me Brule. We plaeed it in the fridge to cool with plans to eat it later. 
My husband was out, and I was in the back bedroom. I heard a shuffling noise and the pitter patter of little feet 
back to bedroom; I looked around and did not think mueh of it at the time. A bit later, I pulled out the 

Cr me Brule; there was a little handful of it gone with fingerprints. Being a new mom, I assumed it was my 
husband; he quickly advised that it was not him, and at that point we both elearly reali ed what had oeeurred. We 
started laughing uncontrollably. We still giggle about the “Creme Brule” incident! 

Normally parents are not excited about a picky eater, but we rejoiced when he started getting picky about food 
because it told us that he is no longer worried about having enough nor is he worried about where the next meal 
is coming from. disclosed that “Mommy was mean” and would not share the food that they had to eat but 

would eat in front of him. 

Our little guy is a fashionista! He loves clothes and dressing himself. He has an impeeeable sense of style. He 
may oeeasionally change his clothes multiple times a day, much to our chagrin. He also loves to help Mama pick 
out her clothes, jewelry, and shoes for the day.
